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ORGANIZATION  AND  PURPOSES 


HE    ONTARIO   COLLEGE  OF  ART 

was  established  in  1912  under  a  special 
act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature;  it  sue 
ceeded  the  Central  Ontario  School  of  Art 
and  Industrial  Design,  founded  by  the 
Ontario  Society  of  Artists  in  1876,  the 
first  School  of  Art  in  the  Province. 

After  seven  years  of  successful  work 
the  Act  of  1912  was  revised  and  amend' 
ed  as  the  College  of  Art  Act,  1919.  By 
this  Act  the  Government  of  the  College 
was  committed  to  a  Council  of  twenty-three  members,  twelve  appoint- 
ed by  the  Lieutenant-Governor -in-Council  and  eleven  by  Art  Societies 
and  other  organisations  having  Art  interests. 

The  purposes  of  the  College  as  declared  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  are : 
(a)  The  training  of  students  in  the  fine  arts,  including  drawing,  painting, 
design,  modelling  and  sculpture,  and  in  all  branches  of  the  applied  arts  in 
the  more  artistic  trades  and  manufactures;  and  (b)  The  training  of  teacher s 
in  the  fine  and  applied  arts. 

The  College  is  authorised  by  the  above  Act  to  issue  certificates  of  pro- 
ficiency and  to  confer  on  students  the  Diploma  of  Associate  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Art  with  the  right  to  affix  after  their  names  the  letters  A.O.C.  A. 

The  general  scheme  of  the  work  of  the  College  is  that  of  a  thorough 
training  for  each  student  in  the  fundamentals  of  Art,  followed  by  a  chosen 
specialist  course,  and  while  the  aesthetic  side  of  Art  training  is  kept  in  view, 
close  connection  is  maintained  with  all  practical  aspects  of  Art  as  developed 
in  industry  and  commerce. 

The  College  of  Art  seeks  to  bring  about  a  unity  of  Courses  in  Art  in 
schools  which  prepare  students  for  matriculation,  with  a  view  to  giving 
credits  for  courses  taken,  and  it  also  aims  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
Art  courses  in  schools  where  none  have  been  given. 

The  College  became  affiliated  with  the  University  in  1917,  and  in 
pursuance  of  power  granted  in  its  amended  Charter  of  1919  to  enter  into 
complete  affiliation  with  the  University,  some  steps  have  been  taken 
toward  ultimately  including  Art  in  degree  courses  in  a  Faculty  of  Fine  Arts. 
There  is  hope  that  Art  will  soon  become  an  optional  subject  of  matricula- 
tion; this  would  make  Art  more  important  in  secondary  school  and  Univer- 
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sity  training  and  lead  to  a  fuller  recognition  of  higher  Art  Education  in 
Ontario. 

In  realisation  of  the  above  conditions,  the  College  has  for  some  time  been 
shaping  its  courses  to  secure  and  maintain  a  high  first  year  standard.  This 
course  has,  therefore,  been  made  a  general  course  through  which  all  students 
must  pass.  In  cases  where  a  good  standard  of  previous  training  is  shown 
only  short  periods  of  probation  are  required,  while  for  others  half'term  and 
term  examinations  are  provided  for  entrance  to  the  specialised  division. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  training  taken  by  students  before  entrance 
to  the  College  should  be  directed  along  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  College 
Elementary  Department,  and  this  Course  is  somewhat  fully  detailed  in 
order  to  direct  prospective  students  and  also  to  assist  elementary  and  private 
schools  having  art  training  to  correlate  their  courses  with  this  general 
course  of  the  College  of  Art.  The  Principal  and  Staff  of  the  College  are 
willing  at  all  times  to  assist  and  advise  art  teachers  and  school  authorities 
in  regard  to  this  matter. 

"Teacher  training11  in  the  College  includes  a  special  Summer  course 
and  Winter  courses  authorised  and  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Education. 

GENERAL  FACILITIES 

In  1920  the  Ontario  Government  provided  funds  for  a  new  building 
on  a  site  donated  by  the  Art  Gallery  of  Toronto. 

The  studios  are  well  lighted,  ventilated  and  heated,  and  admirably 
adapted  for  Art  study.  All  modern  requirements  have  been  considered. 
The  building  is  situated  in  Grange  Park  in  an  interesting  quarter  of  the 
city  for  Art  students,  and  is  fortunate  in  its  association  with  the  Art 
Gallery  of  Toronto  which  is  adjoining.  There  the  most  notable  art  exhibi' 
tions  in  Canada  are  held. 

The  students  are  given  the  full  privileges  of  study  in  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  with  its  wealth  of  art  objects  and  natural  history.  Its  collection 
of  classical  art,  and  the  art  of  early  times,  is  of  inestimable  value  to  Art 
students.  Systematic  study  is  arranged  for  classes  with  a  view  to  establish- 
ing a  high  standard  of  appreciation,  and  at  the  same  time  to  utilise  the 
material  for  purposes  of  study  and  experience  of  art  forms. 

The  College  Library  contains  a  valuable  collection  of  art  books  and 
periodicals  available  for  study  and  reference. 

A  notable  and  artistic  annual  event  is  the  College  Masquerade  Ball 
which  is  carried  out  by  the  students.  The  rooms  are  decorated  and  cos- 
tumes  designed  in  the  chosen  period;  this  work  being  done  as  class  problems 
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in  design  and  colour,  mural  decoration  and  applied  art.  Some  of  the 
periods  represented  in  the  masquerades  have  been  the  Middle  Ages, 
Early  Canada,  Italian  Renaissance,  Arabian  Nights,  and  Pageant  of  Old 
Russia. 

The  value  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art  training  is  becoming  more  widely 
appreciated.  Students  from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion,  from  the  United 
States  and  various  other  countries,  to  the  number  of  464,  were  enrolled 
last  year.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  apply  for  admittance  as  early  as 
possible.  Early  registration  is  also  advisable,  as  it  is  essential  to  the  full 
success  of  the  course  that  studies  should  commence  with  the  opening  of 
classes. 

CAFETERIA 

A  cafeteria  is  operated  in  the  College  where  students  may  obtain  lunch 
and  evening  meals  at  moderate  prices.  The  cafeteria  is  in  close  connection 
with  the  student's  commonToom  which  is  under  the  management  of  the 
Student's  Club  and  has  been  furnished  and  is  maintained  by  them.  A  list 
of  approved  boarding  houses  is  obtainable  at  the  Office.  Price  of  board 
ranges  from  $8.00  to  $10.00  per  week. 
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ADMISSION  AND  CLASSES 

The  College  is  open  for  Day  Classes  from  9  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.,  and  for 
Evening  Classes  from  7-30  p.m.  to  9.30  p.m. 

DAY  CLASSES 

Day  Classes  for  the  General  Session  are  open  to  men  and  women  students 
over  sixteen  years  of  age,  provided  that  satisfactory  evidence  is  given  of 
ability  and  interest  in  art  study.  Intending  students  are  required  to  give 
particulars  of  their  age,  school  education,  previous  training  in  Art  study, 
and  to  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  interest  and  ability.  This 
must  be  done  when  making  registration.  Applications  of  new  students 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  Registration  Fee  of  10  per  cent  of  the  term  fees. 
This  amount  will  be  applied  on  the  tuitional  fees;  the  remaining  portion 
to  be  paid  when  reporting  for  classes.  The  Registration  Fee  will  be  re' 
turned  if  the  application  is  not  accepted.  All  students  making  applications 
for  admission  to  divisions  of  Second  or  other  years  must  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  previous  Art  training. 

EVENING  CLASSES 

Students  entering  Evening  Classes  who  have  had  Art  training  else 
where,  must  submit  work  for  examination  when  applying  for  admission. 
Students  who  have  had  no  previous  training  must  register  for  first  year 
work,  and  all  Evening  students  are  required  to  pay  the  full  fees  of  the 
Session  of  the  two  terms  in  advance. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  Summer  Outdoor  School  for  the  study  of  landscape  drawing  and 
painting  opens  about  the  end  of  May  and  continues  to  October  1st. 


SUMMER  COURSE  FOR  TEACHERS 

The  Summer  Course  for  Teachers  conducted  in  the  College  by  the 
Department  of  Education  opens  the  first  week  in  July  and  continues  for 
five  weeks. 

A  CLASS  FOR  JUNIORS 

A  Junior  Class  is  conducted  on  Saturday  mornings  to  which  free  ad' 
mission  is  given  to  a  limited  number  of  boys  and  girls  over  thirteen  years 
of  age  after  recommendation  from  their  school  teachers,  and  upon  passing 
a  test  examination  set  by  the  College. 

THE  COLLEGE  YEAR 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  two  terms  of  fifteen  weeks  each. 
First  Term — October  1st  to  January  19th. 
Second  Term — January  21st  to  May  16th. 
There  are  short  periods  of  holidays  at  Christmas  and  Easter  and  the 
College  is  closed  on  Sundays  and  all  statutory  holidays. 
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DIPLOMA  AND  POST  GRADUATE  COURSES 

Post-Graduate  and  Fifth  Year  courses  are  each  free  studentship  courses. 
This  period  of  study  is  considered  by  the  College  to  be  mainly  one  of 
practical  effort  on  the  part  of  the  student  to  enter  professional  life,  and 
the  College  offers  all  its  facilities  to  the  student  to  proceed  along  the 
lines  chosen.  The  necessity  to  further  develop  technical  ability  and  add 
to  the  knowledge  gained  with  a  view  to  fuller  equipment  for  the  life  of 
the  artist  is  urged  upon  the  Graduate  and  suitable  courses  are  arranged 
for  that  purpose.  Every  effort  is  also  made  to  assist  the  student  in  securing 
the  proper  kind  of  employment  outside  the  College. 

Students  who  hold  the  Third  Year  Certificate  of  the  College,  but  who 
were  obliged  by  circumstances  to  leave  the  College  before  completing 
the  Diploma  Course  and  who  have  achieved  success  in  a  line  of  Art,  will 
be  given  consideration  for  Diploma  standing  upon  application  accom' 
panied  by  evidence  of  their  success  satisfactory  to  the  general  Art  stand' 
ards  of  the  College. 

EXAMINATION  AND  AWARDS 

1.  The  College  will  conduct  examinations  at  the  end  of  each  school  year  for  the  pur' 
pose  of  awarding  certificates,  Diplomas  of  Associateship  of  the  College,  Scholarships  and 
Prizes  arranged  for  and  posted  in  the  College  for  competition. 

2.  The  awards  will  be  made  by  judgment  of  the  work  done  throughout  the  year,  and 
by  examinations,  both  practical  and  written. 

3.  The  Governor 'General's  Medal  is  awarded  each  year  for  general  proficiency  in 
advanced  work,  and  for  highest  standing  in  one  subject. 

4.  Scholarships  for  tuition  in  the  College  will  be  awarded  for  Junior,  First,  Second, 
Third  Year  and  for  Evening  Course  subjects. 

5.  A  student  may  be  the  winner  of  a  number  of  first  places  in  different  departments  of 
work.     He  will  be  given  credit  for  this,  but  may  hold  only  one  Scholarship  at  one  time. 

6.  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  of  the  College  in  the  different  departments  should  hold 
the  various  certificates  for  proficiency  in  the  previous  years,  but  the  possession  of  these 
will  not  necessarily  warrant  the  granting  of  the  Diploma. 

7.  Diplomas  of  Associateship  in  the  College,  authorizing  the  use  of  the  letters  A.O.C.A. 
after  the  names  of  the  holders,  are  awarded  upon  completion  of  a  four  years'  course  covering 
the  four  departments  of  the  College,  provided  the  student  has  passed  all  the  necessary 
examinations  and  that  a  satisfactory  standard  of  quality  has  been  achieved. 

PRIVATE  LOCKERS 

Private  lockers  may  be  secured  by  day  students  on  payment  of  75  cents  per  year  rental. 
The  key  must  be  left  at  the  office  at  the  end  of  the  session;  25  cents  will  then  be  returned. 
The  College  will  not  be  responsible  for  property  in  these  lockers,  and  all  lockers  must  be 
cleared  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

THE  O.C.A.  STUDENTS'  CLUB 

This  is  a  student  organization  existing  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  fellowship  and  the 
development  of  the  student  life  within  the  College.  It  undertakes  the  supervision  and  up' 
keep  of  the  Students'  Common'room,  and  arranges  all  social  affairs,  dances,  student  exhibi' 
tions,  theatrical  entertainments,  etc.  The  programme  of  speakers  for  the  weekly  Students' 
Supper  is  also  planned  by  the  executive  of  the  Club. 

Membership  is  compulsory  for  all  Day  students  and  the  fees  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar 
with  the  tuition  fees  at  the  beginning  of  each  session. 

Membership  is  optional  for  Evening  students  at  half  fee  and  may  be  taken  up  at  any 
time. 

Men  students  of  the  College  may  join  Hart  House,  University  of  Toronto,  by  arrange' 
ment  with  the  Warden  or  Secretary. 
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CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION  AND  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  Students  are  admitted  on  condition  that  they  are  of  good  behaviour,  that  they  work 
as  directed,  are  regular  and  punctual  in  attendance,  observe  all  regulations  posted  or 
announced,  and  present  themselves  for  examinations  relating  to  their  courses. 

2.  The  Principal  may  suspend  any  student  whose  conduct  or  influence  appears  to  be  in' 
jurious  to  the  discipline  and  interests  of  the  College. 

3.  In  the  case  of  absence  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  a  communication  must  be  sent  to 
the  Registrar. 

4.  The  students  who  have  the  highest  percentage  of  attendance  in  the  classes  of  the 
division  for  which  scholarships  are  offered  will  have  preference  when  two  or  more  are 
equal  in  examinations. 

5.  Students  are  not  allowed  in  the  College  before  or  after  working  hours  without  written 
permission  from  the  Principal  or  head  of  department. 

6.  Only  students  of  the  College  may  enter  class  rooms  during  working  hours  and,  only 
during  recess,  may  students  visit  class  rooms  other  than  those  where  they  are 
working. 

7.  No  student  may  alter  the  prescribed  course  nor  attend  classes  of  other  years  without 
sanction  of  the  Principal. 

8.  Smoking  is  not  permitted  anywhere  in  the  College  during  class  hours  but  is  allowed 
at  certain  times  and  places  in  accordance  with  the  posted  regulations. 

9.  Facilities  are  accorded  the  student  for  reasonable  amusement  and  recreation.  For 
this  purpose,  committees  of  the  Student's  Club  are  given  authority  to  act  under  direc' 
tion  of  the  Principal. 

10.  Students  desiring  to  bring  guests  to  the  dining  room  or  for  any  purpose  other  than  to 
view  exhibits  must  first  notify  the  Principal  or  Instructor. 

11.  No  work  will  be  exhibited  at  the  monthly  or  annual  exhibition  which  has  not  been 
done  by  a  student  of  the  College  during  the  year. 

12.  The  Principal  and  staff  reserve  the  right  to  retain  permanently  for  the  College  prize 
drawings  and  other  works  of  high  merit. 

13.  Fees  are  payable  in  advance  when  the  student  registers  and  are  not  returnable. 

14.  Fees  paid  by  students  whose  further  attendance  is  prohibited  for  violation  of  regU' 
lations  are  forfeited,  and  scholarships  may  be  cancelled  without  notice  for  non-attend' 
ance  or  misconduct. 

15.  Persons  not  registered  in  the  College  for  study  must  not  make  use  of  the  College 
premises  without  permission. 

16.  Day  students  may  attend  evening  classes  only  by  permission  of  the  Principal  or  head 
of  the  department. 

17.  Students  injuring  the  property  of  the  College  will  be  held  responsible. 

18.  The  Council  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the  custody  of  the  private  property  of 
the  students,  nor  can  any  claim  be  entertained  in  respect  of  any  article  left  in  the 
College. 

Note — All  students  are  required  to  sign  a  declaration  on  their  card  of  application  promis- 
ing to  obey  the  above  rules  and  such  others  as  are  from  time  to  time  posted  in  the 
College.     All  rules  apply  alike  to  Day  and  Evening  students. 
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FEES 

The  College  Year  is  in  two  terms  and  all  fees  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 

Students  are  expected  to  give  careful  consideration  to  their  decisions  in  entering  the 
College,  as  fees  once  paid  are  not  returnable.  Credit  may  be  given  for  unused  fees  from  one 
term  to  the  next  on  application  to  the  Registrar.  (Note  items  3,  13,  and  14  in  Rules  and 
Regulations  on  page  12). 

No  student  is  admitted  to  classes  until  registration  is  completed  by  the  payment  of  fees, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Principal.

(a)  This  Department  is  planned  to  give  a  normal  training  in  Elementary  Art  and  to 
develop  a  general  appreciation  of  Art.  Sufficient  time  is  given  to  each  subject  or  branch  to 
enable  the  student  to  choose  the  one  for  which  there  is  most  aptitude. 

(b)  The  course  is  arranged  in  two  divisions,  Part  I  and  Part  II,  and  it  is  estimated  in 
general  that  it  may  be  covered  by  a  day  student  working  full  time,  including  some  evening 
work,  in  one  Session. 

(c)  The  time  necessary  for  Part  I  for  a  beginner  is  a  term  of  15  weeks  working  full  time. 

(d)  Advancement  of  a  student  from  Part  I  to  Part  II  may  take  place  at  any  time  when 
justified  by  progress,  and  a  student  may  take  portions  of  a  higher  course  whilst  qualifying 
in  a  lower  one. 

(e)  A  student  of  the  Elementary  Department  who,  through  previous  training,  makes 
especial  progress  may  pass  forward  to  specialise  in  second  year  work  as  soon  as  qualified. 

(f)  For  admission  to  examinations  75  per  cent  of  the  possible  attendance  is  required. 

(g)  Students  failing  to  pass  through  the  various  stages  of  study  will  be  advised  whether 
or  not  they  should  continue  by  repeating  the  stages. 

(h)  Students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  the  Summer  Course  for  Teachers  will  have  special 
work  assigned  to  correspond  with  the  examinations  required  by  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation.    Certificates  are  issued  by  the  Department  of  Education.

The  standard  required  for  admission  to  the  Drawing  and  Painting 
Department  is  the  equivalent  of  a  First  Year  pass  in  the  Elementary  Depart' 
ment,  and,  therefore,  bears  relation  to  that  Department  as  the  upper  to  the 
lower  division.  The  conditions  of  admission  are  equal  for  both  day  and 
evening  study. 

SECOND  YEAR 

1.  Drawing   from    the   Antique    (Fragments — Head — Figure;.     Pencil   and   Charcoal 
mediums. 

2.  Drawing  and  Painting  from  still  life — Water,  Oil  and  Tempera  mediums. 

3.  Drawing  from  the  Draped  Figure— Progressive  stages  of  compositional  placing,  con- 
struction  of  figures  in  sustained  and  action  poses  with  stages  of  technical  approach 
are  given  as  a  definite  class  programme.  The  same  progressive  programme  is  applied 
to  the  study  of  the  various  mediums  such  as  pencil,  pen,  charcoal  and  wash,  ranging 
from  pure  outline  to  full  tone  values  and  memory  drawing,  objects,  figures,  etc. 

4.  Composition,  Pictorial  and  Decorative— Exercises  in  all  stages  leading  from  pure 
illustration  through  decorative,  conventionalized,  symbolic  and  abstract  treatments. 

5.  Design  as  related  to  Poster  Work,  Mural  Painting,  Architecture  and  Ornament — 
the  latter  taken  in  Applied  Art  Department. 

6.  Craft  Work  related  to  Drawing,  Etching,  etc. 

7-     History,  Styles,  Methods  and  Mediums  in  Drawing. 

8.     Anatomy,  Part  I.          9.     Perspective,  Part  II.  10.     History  of  Art,  Part  II. 


FIRST   YEAR    DRAWING 
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THIRD  YEAR 

The  students  of  the  Third  Year  in  Drawing  and  Painting  will  work  from  the  living  model 
each  morning,  and  from  Still  Life  and  the  draped  figure  in  the  afternoons,  except  for  periods 
set  apart  for  work  in  Composition,  History  of  Art,  Anatomy,  Materials  in  Art,  Perspective 
and  the  Reproductive  Arts.  They  will  study  Architectural  Design  and  Ornament  in  con' 
nection  with  Mural  Painting  and  other  forms  of  Painted  Decoration.  The  students  of  the 
Third  Year  in  Sculpture  Design  and  Applied  Art,  Graphic  and  Commercial  Art,  and  Art 
teaching  will  pursue  the  study  of  drawing  and  painting  in  the  regular  life  and  costume 
classes  under  an  arranged  programme  set  by  the  head  of  the  department  to  which  they  be' 
long.  The  ordinary  programme  of  the  Third  Year  student  may  be  modified  to  concentrate 
on  attaining  the  necessary  standard  in  drawing,  or  special  evening  work  may  be  required 
to  obtain  this  standard.  A  considerable  amount  of  landscape  and  general  outdoor  work  is 
required  at  the  examinations  in  this  year. 

FOURTH  YEAR 

The  student  of  the  Fourth  Year,  while  being  directed  towards  the  particular  phase  of 
work  which  has  been  chosen,  must  continue  practically  the  same  course  as  given  in  the  Third 
Year,  although  this  is  more  definitely  the  Painting  year  for  those  who  are  in  training  as 
painters.  The  standard  in  drawing  must  be  attained  and  advanced  and  this  is  the  same  for 
all  specialist  students  of  this  Department  in  the  Fourth  Year  who  will  be  working  according 
to  the  programme  set  by  the  head  of  their  special  department. 

At  the  examinations  both  for  a  Fourth  Year  pass  and  for  the  Diploma  out'door  work  in 
Landscape  is  required  besides  the  practical  work  belonging  to  each  special  line,  such  as 
portrait  painting,  figure  and  animal  painting,  mural  painting  and  illustrating.  The  work  in 
landscape -submitted  may  have  been  done  at  any  season  of  the  year.  All  theoretical  subjects 
have  their  fourth  year  grade  which  must  be  followed.  Courses  in  reading  for  the  Third 
and  Fourth  Year  students  are  recommended  and  at  examinations  a  thesis  on  a  chosen  sub' 
ject  will  be  required.  Opportunities  for  practical  work  in  Illustration,  Poster  Work  and 
Mural  Decoration  will  be  organized  during  the  Fourth  Year,  which  will  become,  for  those 
who  can  continue,  a  part  of  the  Post-Graduate  Course. 

The  Post'Graduate  Courses  in  the  College,  as  shown  on  page  11,  provide  facilities  for 
students  to  carry  on  work  specified  in  the  Fourth  Year,  to  further  equip  themselves  tech' 
nically  in  the  various  branches  of  Drawing  and  Painting,  and  to  carry  out  serious  work 
in  studio  practice  and  for  special  training  as  Art  teachers.

FIRST  YEAR 

The  work  in  this  Course  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  handling  of  clay 
and  to  develop  the  feeling  for  form,  and  while  of  general  benefit  to  all  students  is  preliminary 
to  the  regular  Sculptural  Course. 

Design  and  Composition  is  introduced  in  problems  to  run  parallel  with  work  done  in 
other  Departments. 

(a)  Modelling  from  geometrical  solids  and  their  application  to  all  natural  forms. 

(b)  Studies  from  natural  objects  such  as  fruit,  flowers,  plants,  seedpods,  shells  and 
animals  treated  in  relief  and  the  round. 

(c)  Problems  are  set  embodying  these  as  motifs  for  decorative  and  sculptural  compositions 
of  a  simple  nature — included  in  this  are  subjects  for  a  specific  purpose  and  material. 

Stress  is  laid  on  working  from  memory  and  stimulating  the  imagination  and  the  apprecia* 
tion  of  sculptural  form. 

Instruction  is  given  in  simple  plaster  moulding  to  enable  students  to  cast  their  work, 
and  for  modelling  and  casting  for  Pottery  (see  Page  17,  Department  of  Applied  Art). 

SECOND  YEAR 

Work  in  the  Second  Year  is  planned  as  the  beginning  of  a. more  .definite  Modelling 
Course. 

Grounding  is  given  in  Modelling  from  the  cast  in  relief  and  in  the  round  from  figure, 
animal  and  ornamental  subjects,  followed  by  work  from  life. 

Anatomical  Studies. 

Monthly  Problems  for  Composition. 

Students  intending  to  take  up  a  particular  branch  of  Sculpture  are  given  opportunity  to 
develop  in  that  direction.    This  includes  the  modelling  necessary  for  the  various  crafts. 

Class  Lectures  and  Demonstrations: 

(1)  Various  Sculptural  materials  and  other  treatments. 

(2)  Casting — Waste  moulding;  Gelatine  moulding;  Plaster  Piece  moulding;  Sculptural 
Sand  moulding;  Lost  Wax  Process;  Moulding  for  Pottery  (see  Page  17,  Department  of 
Applied  Art). 

(3)  Building  of  Armatures. 

THIRD  YEAR 

The  study  of  the  human  figure  is  taken  up  with  particular  attention  to  its  Construction, 
Action  and  Anatomy. 

Portrait  Modelling. 

Special  Modelling  studies  in.  Anatomy. 

Modelling  from  Ornamental  and  Architectural  Sculpture. 

Regular  problems  on  Sculptural  and  Decorative  Composition  with  the  character  of  the 
model  in  relation  to  its  final  material  and  situation. 

Continued  carrying  on  of  modelling  for  the  crafts.  This  includes  studies  for  wood  and 
stone  carving,  metal  work,  medallic  art,  commercial  advertising,  theatre  models  in  papier 
mache  work,  store  display,  architectural  and  general  ornamental  modelling,  including  garden 
sculpture. 

Students  specializing  in  a  definite  branch  are  given  problems  which  are  to  be  carried  out 
as  far  as  possible  in  their  final  form. 

Visits  to  various  shops  will  be  made  to  acquaint  students  with  the  technique  of  metal 
casting  and  allied  processes. 

Class  Lectures  and  practical  demonstration  in  the  process  of  reproduction  in  materials. 

Class  Lectures  with  Lantern  Slides — History  of  Sculpture,  its  relation  to  architectural 
setting,  Contemporary  Sculpture,  Artistic  Anatomy,  Movement  of  the  figure,  study  of 
facial  expression  and  gesture  of  the  body. 

Practical  Work — Carving  of  simple  forms  in  Stone,  Marble  and  Wood. 

Modelling  for  Pottery  (see  Page  19,  Department  of  Applied  Art). 
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FOURTH  YEAR 

Study  of  the  figure  and  head  from  life  are  continued  with  scale  of  work  varied  to  include 
life  size  model  of  entire  or  part  of  figure.  Students  are  encouraged  to  work  at  definite  problems 
and  facilities  are  provided  for  carrying  out  certain  pieces  of  work  in  their  final  size  and 
materials. 

SPECIAL  CLASS  STUDIES 

Studies  of  action  of  the  human  figure;  Advanced  anatomical  studies;  Treatment  of  the 
figure  for  monumental  and  architectural  uses;  Posing  of  the  living  model  for  various  purposes; 
Study  of  drapery  and  draping  the  figure;  Modelling  the  figure  from  memory;  Animal  studies; 
Portraiture  in  the  round  and  relief;  Problems  in  high  and  low  relief;  Carving  in  stone  and 
wood;  Casting  in  artificial  stone;  Casting  in  soft  metals;  Papier  mache  work;  Models  for 
terra  cotta  and  pottery;  Process  for  reproduction  of  models — pointing  up  and  enlarging; 
Medallic  modelling;  The  making  and  use  of  sketch  models. 

Tools  and  material  may  be  obtained  by  the  students  at  the  College. 

COMPOSITION  AND  DESIGN 

Advanced  problems  in  Composition  are  undertaken.  Among  special  subjects  may  be 
mentioned:  Monumental  memorials;  Architectural  Sculpture — figure  and  ornament;  Theatre 
properties;  Garden  Sculpture;  Sculpture  for  commercial  uses  (see  Department  of  Applied 
Art. 

In  connection  with  these  subjects  students  may  carry  out  actual  commissions,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  instructor. 

LECTURES  AND  DEMONSTRATIONS 

Class  lectures  with  lantern  slides  are  given  on: — History  of  Sculpture;  Contemporary 
Sculptors;  Visits  to  foundries  and  stone  shops;  Studio  practice. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  lectures  on  History  of  Art,  Anatomy,  Architecture  and 
Design,  in  their  respective  departments,  and  to  do  supplementary  reading  on  Sculpture, 
books  on  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  College  Library. 

EVENING  CLASSES 

The  usual  elementary  instruction  as  specified  in  the  Day  Course  is  given,  followed  by 
modelling  from  the  case  and  life. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  needs  of: — Stone  carvers;  Wood  carvers;  Metal  workers; 
Die  sinkers;  Architectural  and  commercial  modelling. 

Problems  necessary  for  these  lines  of  work  may  be  carried  out. 

DIPLOMA  COURSE 

The  Post-Graduate  Course  of  the  College  offers  facilities  to  Students  to  carry  on  work 
specified  in  the  fourth  year  to  further  equip  themselves  technically  in  the  various  branches 
of  Sculpture.     Opportunities  are  given  for  carrying  out  serious  work  in  the  final  material.

ELEMENTARY  DESIGN,  FIRST  YEAR  REQUIREMENTS 
THEORY 

1.  General  consideration  of  the  "Principles  of  Design"  under  a  generic  heading  as  "Laws  of 
Ornament.'" 

2.  Definitions  and  illustrations  drawn  from  nature  and  ornamental  forms. 

Rhythm,  Progression,  Repetition,  Even  Distribution,  Balance,  Development,  Growth, 
Radiation,  Unity,  Harmony,  Alternation,  etc. 

3.  An  explanation  of  the  geometric  basis  of  pattern. 

PRACTICE 

1.  Elementary  Geometric  Problems. 

2.  Static  basic  shapes,  the  square,  the  circle,  the  triangle,  and  the  filling  of  these  with 
patterns  of:  (a)  Straight  lines,  (b)  Curved  lines,  (c)  The  above  combined. 

3.  Space  filling,  varied  shapes. 

4.  Basic  geometric  shapes  of  plant  and  animal  forms  observed  and  these  transformed  into 
geometric  patterns. 

5.  Stencilling,  designing  and  cutting  stencils,  and  the  use  of  various  mediums  with  colour 
on  different  surfaces. 

6.  The  repetition  of  pattern  forms  and  the  application  of  geometry  to  obtain  all-over 
patterns  for  various  purposes — the  setting  out  of  these  "all-over  patterns"  as  "the 
drop,"  "trellis,"  "sprig,"  "diaper,"  etc. 

7.  The  decoration  of  borders,  corners  and  odd  shapes,  interlacing,  running  or  scroll  patterns. 

SECOND  YEAR  REQUIREMENTS 
THEORY 

The  "Principles  of  Design,"  as  taught  in  the  First  Year,  will  be  amplified  with  the 
application  of  these  principles  to  definite  problems. 

The  development  of  pattern  form  through  geometry  and  its  working  out  in  stencilling 
and  the  development  of  design  by  a  number  of  plates. 

All-over  patterns  applied  to  various  surface  coverings,  the  methods  of  designing  these 
with  necessary  sizes  of  patterns,  blocks,  rollers,  for  printing:  (a)  Wall  Paper,  (b)  Fabrics 
and  Carpet  Design. 

PRACTICE 

The  use  of  studies  of  plant  and  animal  forms  drawn  from  museum  examples  and  from 
nature. 

Definite  problems  for  specific  purposes  and  the  consideration  of  different  materials. 

(a)  Metal  work — Copper,  brass,  silver,  etc.,  jewellery  and  enamels. 

(b)  Pottery — Glazed  and  unglazed;  under  glaze  and  overglaze  painting;  lustres;  porcelain; 
majolica;  combined  with  work  in  the  modelling  class  for  small  statuary,  garden  ware, 
cement,  terra  cotta,  etc.     (See  page  17,  Department  of  Sculpture). 

(c)  Stained  glass — Glass  painting,  cutting,  glazing,  firing  and  the  making  of  cartoons. 

(d)  Gesso  work — Stained  and  painted  wood,  and  simple  leather  work. 

(e)  Wood  work — Furniture  and  architectural  fittings,  wood  carving,  etc. 

Elementary  studies  in  Architecture — the  classic  orders,  development  in  architectural 
form  to  Renaissance,  Gothic,  etc.;  relation  of  Design  to  Architecture,  modern  work  and 
possibilities — concrete  and  steel. 

Interior  Decoration — Studies  will  be  made  of  halls  or  rooms,  porches  and  doorways,  with 
their  accompanying  architectural  and  decorative  features,  to  be  followed  by  simple  problems 
in  interior  decoration,  to  be  architecturally  considered  either  in  period  or  modern  styles. 

Correlated  studies  in  colour  are  taken  in  the  Composition  and  Painting  classes,  and 
definite  colour  schemes  studied  both  in  paint  and  in  materials. 

Work  at  the  bench  in  some  craft  is  required  and  tools  and  processes  in  relation  to  Design 
taken  into  consideration. 

A  course  of  reading  in  architecture  and  ornament  will  be  presented  each  year,  and  a 
written  paper  will  be  set  at  the  examinations. 
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THIRD  YEAR  REQUIREMENTS 

As  the  students  are  now  more  definitely  specialising  as  designers  for  the  different  in- 
dustrial  arts,  a  number  of  specific  problems  will  be  set  in  various  subjects  so  that  the  student 
may  have  his  course  of  work  for  the  year  in  mind. 

Problems  will  be  set  in  relationship  to  the  Commercial  Art  course  and  the  Department  of 
Sculpture;  and,  for  the  mural  painter,  in  relation  to  Interior  Decoration.  These  will  be  set 
in  consultation  with  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  concerned. 

Fuller  attendance  at  Design  classes  will  be  expected  from  students  specializing  in  Indus- 
trial  Design,  and  more  work  of  a  practical  and  workmanlike  character  must  be  carried  out  at 
the  bench. 

Practical  work  will  be  carried  on  in  metal,  including  jewellery  and  enamelling  on  metals; 
stained  glass;  pottery  and  ceramics;  interior  decoration  with  its  attendant  design  needs  such 
as  gesso  work,  leather  work,  painted  wood,  batiks,  stencilling  and  fabrics,  stage  craft. 

Greater  consideration  is  required  in  the  study  of  architectural  needs  and  settings.  Prob' 
lems  in  definite  periods  must  be  worked  out  as  part  of  the  work  of  the  year. 

Models  as  well  as  drawings  are  required  in  carrying  out  problems  in  architectural  studies 
for  stage  sets  and  for  interior  decoration. 

Extended  reading  must  be  taken  up  by  Third  Year  students  and  a  thesis  on  their  particular 
craft  must  be  handed  in  during  March,  1929. 

FOURTH  YEAR  REQUIREMENTS 

Fourth  Year  students  are  required  to  specialize  in  their  particular  craft,  and  their  reading 
should  be  more  extensive  and  at  the  same  time  definitely  directed  to  their  ultimate  aim. 

About  two  problems  will  occupy  them  for  the  whole  year,  but  these  will  be  very  com' 
prehensive  and  may  necessitate  the  building  of  a  model  accurately  planned  and  measured  to 
scale,  or  some  very  complete  piece  of  craft  work  carried  out.  For  the  special  problems, 
drawings  to  be  made  must  include  scale  drawing  of  plan  of  elevation  and  large  drawings  of 
details;  and  in  the  case  of  students  specializing  in  Interior  Decoration  a  model  must  be  made 
to  a  large  scale  and  finely  finished. 

Correlated  work  will  be  carried  out  in  the  various  departments  of  the  College,  and 
facilities  will  be  afforded  for  the  execution  of  large  works. 

Mural  painters  and  sculptors  should  have  familiarized  themselves  with  the  broader  needs 
and  aspects  of  architecture,  and  test  examinations  will  be  set  as  to  their  ability  to  conceive 
a  setting  for  such  problems  as:  A  pedestal  for  an  equestrian  statue;  a  wall  fountain  in  a  given 
period;  a  doorway  with  its  orders  and  pediment,  or  other  alternate  problems.

The  Department  of  Graphic  and  Commercial  Art  is  definitely  entered 
in  the  Second  Year.  The  student  is  prepared  for  it  in  the  Lettering  and 
Design  section  of  the  Elementary  Department  by  the  study  and  practice  of 
the  Standard  Letter  Styles  and  Geometrical  and  Free  Design.  The  letters 
are  drawn  in  Alphabets,  Simple  Inscriptions,  Texts,  Advertisements  and 
other  Letter  arrangements. 

The  Design  is  practised  on  the  principles  taught  in  the  Department  of 
Design,  applied  chiefly  to  some  form  of  Book  Decoration,  such  as  Book 
Covers,  End  Papers,  Title  Pages  and  Simple  Illustrations. 

SECOND  YEAR 

The  work  for  second  and  following  years  is  arranged  to  include  practical  and  interesting 
problems  of  Graphic  and  Commercial  Art  in  three  main  divisions. 

(1)  The  Book — Illumination,  Initials,  Modern  Covers,  Decoration  and  Illustration. 

(2)  The  Poster — Pictorial  Advertising  in  Color,  including  Magazine  Covers,  Boxes  and 
Labels. 

(3)  The  Advertisemfnt — Display  Pages  and  Decorations  in  Color  and  Black  and  White. 

The  study  and  practice  of  the  Standard  Letter  Styles  is  continued  with  the  addition  of 
modern  adaptations  and  varieties.  Simple  forms  of  Illuminated  MS.  are  designed  in  the 
Study  of  Lettering  and  Decoration  in  its  right  relation  to  the  page.  The  Book  problems  of 
the  First  Year  are  elaborated.  Poster  Design  is  taken  up  with  concentration  on  simplicity 
of  treatment  and  effective  lettering.  Simple  advertising  pages  are  drawn  including  borders, 
and  black  and  white  drawings  of  fashions,  articles  of  commerce  or  seasonable  decorations. 
The  work  is  coordinated  with  the  figure  and  still  life  and  composition  study,  and  the  study 
of  various  mediums  made  in  the  Department  of  Drawing  and  Painting. 


THIRD  YEAR 

The  same  general  plan  is  followed  in  the  Third  Year,  but  with  a  more  definite  idea  of 
development  of  any  special  tendencies  of  the  student  toward  Lettering,  Design  or  Illustration. 

Greater  concentration  on  a  special  line  of  work  is  required  of  the  student,  without 
detriment  to  a  training  which  provides  a  general  Art  experience.  In  this  year  a  good  pro' 
fessional  standard  of  work  is  established.  The  problems  are  more  individual  and  set  with 
regard  to  a  student's  ability. 

The  conditions  of  the  work  and  the  requirements  of  the  various  problems  are  made  in 
accordance  with  those  prevalent  in  good  studios  of  design,  giving  the  student  as  practical  an 
experience  as  possible.    Visits  to  Commercial  Studios  will  be  arranged. 

The  student's  work  in  Composition,  Figure  and  Still  Life  is  definitely  used  in  practical 
applications  to  illustrative,  decorative  or  advertising  purposes. 
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FOURTH  YEAR 

In  the  Fourth  Year  the  student  is  treated  practically  as  a  "Free-Lance"  in  the  world  of 
Commercial  Design. 

The  work  given  may  be  regarded  as  "orders,"  "commissions,"  "assignments,"  etc., 
based  on  the  students'  specialty,  but  of  general  range,  and  sufficiently  advanced  to  call  out 
all  the  ability  of  the  student. 

A  variety  of  sets  of  work  are  required;  small  rough  sketches,  designs  and  complete  work' 
ing  drawings  for  series  of  illustrations,  book  schemes  and  advertising  ideas  of  all  kinds. 

Great  attention  is  given  to  economy  of  time  and  means  in  the  production  of  maximum 
effect,  and  unusual  problems  of  drawing  and  design  give  the  student  opportunities  of  valuable 
experience,  calculated  to  prepare  him  for  the  artistic  and  practical  problems  of  his  professional 
life. 
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EVENING  COURSES 

7.30  to  9.30  p.m. 

The  Evening  Courses  of  Study  are  provided  mainly  for  students  who 
are  engaged  in  the  daytime  but  can  also  be  made  available  for  day  students 
who  require  extra  time  for  practice  and  instruction.  The  order  of  study 
is  the  same  as  that  already  detailed  for  the  various  departments,  and  the 
same  standards  are  required  for  admission  to  the  evening  classes  as  for  the 
day  classes.  A  student  may  proceed  with  study  in  these  classes  and  take 
the  examinations  leading  to  the  diploma. 

Daytime  work  done  in  shops  or  studios  by  the  student  will  have  credit 
at  examinations  provided  it  is  of  sufficient  merit  and  related  to  the  course 
pursued.

DRAWING  AND  PAINTING   DEPARTMENT 

In  this  Department  short  courses  can  only  be  taken  as  refresher  courses 
by  workers  having  had  sufficient  previous  training.  Admission  to  classes 
is  by  examination  of  work  which  must  reach  a  required  standard.  An 
exception  is  made  for  the  Summer  Outdoor  School. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SCULPTURE 

The  same  conditions  of  admission  apply  in  the  Department  of  Sculpture 
as  in  the  Department  of  Drawing  and  Painting,  with  exception  made  for 
modelling  in  relation  to  Pottery,  and  for  Stone  and  Wood  Carving  and 
Die  Sinking.

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SUMMER  OUTDOOR  SCHOOL 

SUMMER  OUTDOOR  SCHOOL 

An  Outdoor  School  for  the  study  of  Landscape  Drawing  and  Painting 
is  conducted  during  the  summer  at  Port  Hope,  Ontario.  The  acquisition 
of  a  beautifully  situated  building,  admirably  suited  to  the  purpose  of 
residence  and  studio,  has  made  this  course  a  valauble  adjunct  to  the  winter 
session  of  the  College,  providing  opportunity  for  the  study  of  landscape 
required  in  the  Diploma  Course.  Situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Generesca 
River,  and  about  one  mile  from  Port  Hope,  amidst  pain  table  and  varied 
scenery,  the  opportunities  for  study  and  recreation  are  ideal. 

A  resident  instructor  conducts  classes  in  Drawing  and  Painting  from 
Landscape,  Out-door  Figure,  Animal  Study,  etc.  The  students  must 
follow  a  prescribed  course,  and  beginners  are  especially  considered.  The 
building  contains  dining-room,  dormitories  and  a  spacious  studio  with 
north  light.  There  is  a  separate  dormitory  for  the  men  students.  Catering 
and  household  affairs  are  in  charge  of  a  competent  matron.  Board  and 
accommodation  is  very  reasonable — about  $7.50  per  week.  The  School 
opens  the  latter  part  of  May  and  closes  October  1st.

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SUMMER  COURSES  FOR  SCHOOL  TEACHERS 

The  Ontario  Department  of  Education  has  made  provision  for  a  Summer 
Course  for  Teachers  in  the  College  according  to  a  scheme  which  is  out' 
lined  in  a  special  leaflet  obtainable  on  application  to  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Education,  Parliament  Buildings,  Toronto. 

This  Course  is  of  five  weeks'  duration.  It  opens  the  first  week  of  July, 
and  consists  of  work  in  Drawing,  Composition,  Design,  Art  Appreciation 
and  Applied  Art,  the  practice  of  various  mediums  of  expression,  lectures, 
demonstrations  and  history  of  art.  The  Course  covers  the  various  subjects 
required  for  teachers  in  Art  and  for  the  examinations  for  public  and  high 
school  certificates. 

The  Course  for  certificates  in  Elementary  Art  requires  one  Summer 
Session. 

For  students  who  have  passed  the  examinations  in  Part  I  and  who  are 
candidates  for  certificates  as  Supervisors  and  Specialists,  the  course  will 
require  at  least  one  Summer  Session. 

Except  with  the  approval  of  the  Department,  candidates  will  not  be 
permitted  to  take  Part  I  and  Part  II  at  one  Summer  Session. 

LOAN  EXHIBITIONS  AND  CORRESPONDENCE 

There  is  no  Correspondence  Course  conducted  by  the  College  of  Art, 
but  advice  to  teachers  on  their  work  and  suggestions  for  practice  and 
reading  will  be  gladly  given.  Also  small  special  exhibitions  of  mounted 
work  illustrating  Art  practice,  children's  drawings,  paintings,  designs, 
lettering,  etc.,  will  be  loaned  for  short  periods.  There  is  no  charge  other 
than  cost  of  express.
